There is on the island of Van- 
couver, occupied by British forces, a 
place where the British Government 
has expended millions in building dry 
docks and navy yards, and has n ade 
some surveys for her fortifications. 
They have there, at this time, a fleet 
of war-ships under the command of a 
British Admiral... I think it is fair to 


say, what every intelligent man must 


know, that during ten days the British 
fleet could destroy every town and 
city on Puget Sound, destroy our rail- 
road syatem there and occupy our out- 
lets for that Northwestern country. 
They could also send ships up the 
Columbia river and destroy the city of 
Portland and that railway system. 
There is not a gun or an earthwork on 
Puget Sound, nor a single artilery 
soldier. There are a few worthless 
guns atthe mouth of the Colambia, 
at Fort Canby, but that is not now 
occupied by troops. That is the con- 
dition of affairs north of the harbor of 
San Francisco. 

‘‘ South of the harbor of San Fran- 
cisco there is not a gun in position, a
